DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the Pre-Brief Conference request dated 
6/29/10. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -4, 6, 8-1 1 , 25 and 29 have been allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicant's arguments submitted 6/29/1 0 were persuasive. The prior art of record, alone 
or in combination, fails to teach inter alia a catheter with a guide wire lumen as 
described in claims 1 , 25 and 29 and a front portion of the distal shaft having a grooved 
portion a rear portion of the distal shaft is free of grooves and a proximal shaft having an 
insertion portion formed by a spiral slit and inserted into the intermediate member with 
the pitch of the spiral slit becoming gradually shorter toward a distal end of the spiral slit. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
